Apparently two governments and 
various transportation companies have 
agreed to transport. to this country 
some considerable . numbers’ of the 
Canada has 
and will continue to haye, must hence- 
forth have under the existing financial 
system, her own increasing number of 
unemployed.

opinion of a good many real econo- 
mists, Canada might easily absorb to 
the advantage of all, the disadvantage 
of none, millions of settlers, within a 
few years, and, at the same time, lose 
none of her sons. But she has not. 
’ I quote “The picture of a commun- 
ity borrowing its own credit in order 
to buy its own products, and a: bank- 
ing system lending them their own 
credit on condition that they buy as 
few as possible’ of these products. is 
a satire, not a system.” ” 

‘True, this applies to all the states 
of the Locarno pact. But it is irra- 
tional, and the real measure of thdt 
pact, The whole world is in discord, 
every state in the gravest peril, arid 
there is no way out this way. Yét 
there is a way out.

REPORTS FAVORABLE 
WAINWRIGHT FIELD 


Attention to oil in the Wainwright 
and Turner Valley fields is drawn in 
a recent:article in the Canadian Min- 
ing Journal by G, S. Hume of the Do- 
minion. geological survey. This is en- 
titled “The Search for Oil in Alberta” 
and ,says in conclusion: “Having. in 
mind the peculiar: condjtions, found in 
oil fields, the geological survey has 
for a number of ‘years carried on in- 
vestigations on the plains and the foot 
hills. Wjthin the last few years efforts 
have been made to discover and out- 
line structures ‘suitable for oil ac- 
cumulations. 

“Both the Turney Valley and the 
Wainwright fields are on folds favor- 
able ‘for -oil accumulatjon attd ‘a 
might be expected, the folding’ in the 
‘Turner Valley ‘fiekd in the foothills is 
much sharper than the Wainwright 
fjeld‘@n the plains, the different de- 
gree@of intensity of folding being, it 
is thought, in part at least responsible 
for the differences in the charatter of 
the oj] encountered in these two areas 
lt is a reasonable expectation that in 
view of ‘the development that has al- 
ready taken place that other successful 
wells will be drilled in both of these 
fields..

NOW HANDLING 
ALL POOL CREAM 


Commencjng on and from January 


Ist, the local, creamery of P. Burns Co. 
is handling all pool cream. The dis- 
trict assigned to the local plant ex- 
tends from’ Unjty,’ Sask., to Holden 
on the west, and all pool shipments 
from this vast territory will: come to 
Wainwright,

will increase at ‘the creamery here it 
is hard to forecast, dependjng largely 
upon -the numbers ‘joining the dairy 
pool from the area thus designated, al 
though Mr F. Harrington the local 
manager, who is very enthusiastic ov- 
er the scheme, predicts that if jndica- 
tions at present shown materialize. and 
increase of their butter production fon 
1926 to a quarter ‘million pounds und- 
er the new regulations, and wjth the 
co-operation of the farmers he claims 
there is no question of, the successful 
operation of this pool. 

In its sucoess; Mr Harrington em- 
phasizes the great. importance of dajry 
men ‘delivering good créam, and’ urges 
that this factor be kept to the front at 
all times. P. Burns Ltd, and their 
string of 45 creameries is right behjnd 
the movement, 

The system oft payment, Mr Harring: 
ton says, for all deliveries of crsam 
will be on the same basis as heretofore 
each-can being paid for upon delivery 
at tha plant, and in this way the pool 
member is thus assured for full mar- 
ket price for his product upon delivery 
in addition to whjch he of course will 


participate in the profits of the scheme}: 


by way of the bonus. 

We.-can see nothing but advantages 
for the dairymen in joinjng up with 
the pool, as-the machinery is already 
in operation for the manufacturing of 
his product, and it should be an im- 
petus. for, producjng good cream and 
letting the plants do the rest.
